Two  of  our  number  usually  ans- 
wering to  the  call  of  "Sandpiper" 
and  "What  ho"  decided  to  sail  down 
our  famous  near-by  river  on  a  large 
log.

The  boat  was  soon  ready  for  its 
launching  and  although  no  champa-
